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HE  score  for  the  piano,  published  here- 
with, is  given  to  show  the  important  role 
which  music  plays  in  this  drama,  and 
also  the  manner  in  which  it  has  been  in- 
troduced. We  have  found  it  impossible  to  give  more 
than  a  suggestion  of  the  full  orchestral  score,  but, 
in  spite  of  this,  we  believe  it  will  be  appreciated  by 
those  musically  inclined,  and  feel  certain  that  it  will 
be  of  service  to  those  who  desire  to  give  literary  in- 
terpretations or  readings  of  the  play.  As  the  theme 
of  the  poem  is  Fate  and  Love,  these  ideas  have  also 
been  conveyed  in  the  music.  The  prelude  opens 
with  a  melody  in  the  minor,  which  may  be  called 
the  theme  of  Fate ;  this  is  followed  by  a  Chorale  in 
the  major,  the  Love  theme;  which,  in  turn,  is  suc- 
ceeded by  the  dominating  Fate  theme,  transposed 
to  the  major,  with  which  the  prelude  concludes. 

The  same  themes  have  been  used,  in  a  modified 
form,  in  the  episodes  preceding  the  choral  hymns, 
but  their  complete  recall  is  not  made  until  the  con- 
clusion of  the  final  scene,  when  they  recur  with  full 
meaning  and  most  dramatic  effect. 

The  orchestral  score  is  written  for  two  violins, 
viola,  violoncello,  double  bass,  clarinet,  flute,  harp 
and  kettledrums — nine  instruments  in  all.  Copies 
of  this  score  may  be  obtained  from  the  publishers, 
to  whom  all  applications  for  dramatic  representa- 
tion should  be  made.
